British Foreign Olirne Issues 


General Statement. 


London. Feb. 8.—The use of the 
American flag by the British steamer 
Lusitania of the Ctmard line in its 
voyage across the Irish sea has arous- 
** I great intf r* st and although it did 
not mention thi< instance specifically 
the 
British foreign 
oiiice 
issued a 
statement dealing with such usage itt 
a general way. 
It. is pointed out in this statement 
also that by the merchant shipping 
act of 1894 foreign vessels are per­ 
mitted to use the British colors for 
the purpose of e f*ap;ng capture. 
The following statement was issued 
by the foreign otii<e: 
"The us.- of a neutral flag is. within 
certain limitations, well established itt 
practice as a ruse de guerre. The only 
effect in the caH-* <>r a merchantman 
wearing a flag other than her national 
flag is to compel the enemy to follow' 
the ordinary obligations of naval war­ 
fare and satisfy himself as to the na- 
tionaiit', of the vessel and tl e charac­ 
ter of her cargo by examination before 
capturing her and taking ber into a 
prize court for adjudication. 
“The British government always has 
considered the use of the British col­ 
ors by foreign vessels legitim ate for 
the purpose of escaping capture. Such 
practice not only involves no breach 
of international law, but is specifically 
recognized by the law of this country 
in the m erchant shipping act of 1894.

Minnesota Supreme Court Jurist V ic ­ 


tim of Heart Disease. 
St. I’nul, Feb. 8. 
Philip E. Brown, 
associate Justice of the Minnesota su­ 
preme court, died suddenly from heart 
disease at IiIn home. 
He was ilftv 
nine year» old and had been on the 
supreme bench since Jan 1, 1912, 
Justice Brown, according to mem­ 
bers of hla family, had shown no evi­ 
dence of ill health, 
Jnath «> Brown was born In Lafayette 
county. Wit., in 1K56. 
He was edu­ 
cated In tin 
Fnlvnralty of W isconsin 
and was graduated from the Albany 
(N. Y i law school. 
Justice Brown came to Minnesota in 
1883, making his home at Luverno. He 
was married there ainj retained hi# 
residence there until elected to the 
supreme bench in 19to. 
in South western M innesota in the 
year« between 1892 and 189X Justice 
Brown won a prominent figure 
Dur­ 
ing that time In* served as judge of 
th«- Thirteenth judicial district. 
He 
wiih appointed to I hot olfire by Gov­ 
ernor M rrlaui in February, 1891. and 
wan elected «o the ollh e again in 1892, 
1898’and 1904.

Believe Germans Will Not Sink 


Neutral Vessels.

nine years old nnd had been on the 
supremo bench Hint*© Jan I, 1912. 
Justice Brown, according to mem­ 
bers of his family, had shown no evi­ 
dence of ill health. 
Justice Brown was horn in Lafayette 
county. Wls., in 1856. 
He was edu­ 
cated In tin 
University of Wisconsin 
and wa* graduated from the Albany 
(N. Y.) law school. 
Justice Brown cam e to Minnesota In 
1883, making his home at Luverne. Ile 
was married there and retained 111* 
residence there until elected to the 
supreme bench In 1910. 
In South western Minnesota In the 
years between 1892 and 1898 Justice 
Brown w’as a prominent figure.

ing that time he served as Judge of 
the Thirteenth judicial district.

was appointed to that office by Gov­

Neutrality league, of which the avow­ 
ed 
purpose 
was the 
promotion of 
peace. 
His mention 
of 
William Jennings 
Bryan brought forth hisses and Jen- 
kin Lloyd Jones, pastor of AU Souls 
church, arose and declared he would 
leave the platform unless neutrality 
were preserved. 
The meeting was one of the largest 
ever held in the city, a great percen­ 
tage of the audience being Germans. 
Mr. O’Leary said Secretary Bryan 
was trying “to crucify the f&tlierlund 
of more than 25,000,000 of our people 
upon a cross of British gold.’’ 
Gustavus Schvan. a Swedish lectur­ 
er who was to have been one of th© 
chief speakers, told the audience he 
had sat in shame listening to the In­ 
flammatory speeches. 
He was not In 
sympathy with the spirit shown, he 
said, and would not have come to the 
meeting had he foreseen the charac­ 
ter It was to assume. 
Chairman Jones introduced 
Ffank 
Buchanan, a labor leader, scheduled 
os a neutral speaker, with the pro­ 
viso “that he may present himself to 
you if he chooses to take hts life in 
his hands.” 


Receive* Hoots and Cateelle. 


Mr. Buchanan was met with hoots 
and cut cull* when he defended the sin­ 
cerity of purpose of Mr. Bryan. “While 
I may not agree with the secretary of 
state,” he Held, "I do believe In his 
sincerity in his work for peace and I 
believe he will be able to do some 
work that will be valuable. 
You are 
not going to make progress by appeal­ 
ing to prejudice.” 
Mr. .lone*, who bud been asked to 
act a* chairman, arrived half an hour 
late. 
When he reached the Coliseum 
he found the sidewalk lined by men 
Helling banners bearing pictures of the 
German emperor, the German eagle 
and 
the 
Inscription, 
“Deutschland 
Ueber Allo*.” 
O’Leary was speaking, roundly ap­ 
plauded, when Jones entered th© hall. 
German banners were depending from 
the galleries and conspicuous were tho 
banners of German scxdetles, number­ 
ing 150, decorating the space about 
tin* speaker. 
American flag* were out­ 
numbered. 
Jones pleaded for a place for the al­ 
lies flags, “lf this Is a pro-German and 
art 
anti British 
m eeting—and, 
mind 
you, my attitude would be the same lf 
it were pro-British and antl-Germati—- 
I have no place here und respec tfully 
hog leave to withdraw." 
Ho was assured that the meeting 
wa* called iu the Interests of neu­ 
trality and returned to the chair.

Jones the meeting adopted the decla­ 
rations of the principles of neutrality 
adopted at Washington at a confer­ 
ence of various organizations.

Lentsn Meat Substitutes. 
With the approach of Lent, when the 
supply of meat will be cut down, 
housewives are interested in knowing 
how to Mitmtitute for it foods that 
will supply equal nourishment 
Meat is not u necessity, though it has 
many points in its favor—that is, it is 
palatable, capable of tnuch variety In 
cooking and Is fairly enay of digestion, 
with the exception of veal and tx>rk. 
Foods liest adapted to take the place 
of meat art* eggs, milk and cheese, and. 
for those wlu* are lending an active 
life, pulse foods, surit as peas, beans 
ami lentils. 
These nitrogenous vege­ 
tables have excellent meat value, but 
arc not easily digested In large quail 
titles by those leading sedentary lives, 
Remember that cheese Is a highly 
concentrated food, so should be mixed 
with starchy foods, such as macaroni, 
bread and rice. 
Nuts are highly nu­ 
tritious and capable of Iwtng converted 
into many attractive dishes. Fine ker­ 
nels, almonds, walnuts and hazelnuts 
are good meat substitutes, while Bra­ 
sil nuts and cocoanuts are oleaginous. 
Chestnuts alone contain any starch. 
Too much meat ts not healthy un- 
h'ss one Is expending a great deal of 
energy. 
Vegetables make a satisfac­ 
tory and wholesome diet, especially 
when they art» supplemented by fruits 
With the exception of beans, peas 
and lentils, 
which contain a large 
amount of protelds, vegetables are val­ 
uable for their potash, and salts are 
n valuable part of diet. They contain 
cellulose, which gives the needed bulk 
to food. 
Winter vegetables should be 
kept In a dry place.

Lenten Meat Substitutes. 
W ith the approach of Lent, w hen the 
supply of m eat will be cut down. 
housewives are interested in knowing 
how to substitute for It foods that 
will supply equal nourishm ent 
Meat Is not a necessity, though it has 
many points in its favor—th a t is. it Is 
palatable, capable of much variety In 
cooking aud Is fairly easy of digestion, 
with tho exception of veal and jiovk. 
Foods best adapted to take the place 
of meat are eggs. mil t and cheese, and, 
for those who are leading nu active 
life, pulse foods, such as peas, beans 
and lentils. 
These nitrogenous vege­ 
tables have excellent m eat value, but 
an ' not easily digested In large quan­ 
tities by those leading sedentary lives. 
Remember that cheese Is a highly 
concentrated food, so should lie mixed 
with starchy foods, such as macaroni. 
bread and rice. 
Nuts are highly nu­ 
tritious and capable of being converted 
into many attractive dishes. 
Pine ker­ 
nels. almonds, walnuts aud hazelnuts 
are good m eat substitutes, while Bra­ 
zil nuts and cocoanuts are oleaginous.

which contain a large 
amount of proteids. vegetables are val­ 
uable for their potash, and salts are 
a valuable part of diet. 
They contain 
cellulose, which gives the needed bulk 
to food. 
W inter vegetables should be 
kept lu a dry place.

HOW THE STATE SAVES MONEY 


Nearly 1,000 Persons Designated as 
Aliens, Majority of them Insane, 
Have Been Deported 


Since the state hoard of control 
was established nearly 1,000 persons 
designated a? aliens and therefore 
Hot 
wards of the stare have 
in * a di i«orted from Alirtnosota. 
Th* 
majority of them represented innane 
charges and were cither turned over 
to ©Hi* r states of their adoption or to 
foreign countries where 
they 
be- 
longed. 
The mere fa*-t that 1,000 possible 
state charge« or underslrahleg were 
returned to other stater and foreign 
countries obligated to care for them 
possibly dee not convey much, but it 
become» of Interest to the taxpayers 
at large when it is known that the 
deportation of these 1,00*0 persons 
represents a ¡aving of close to $1,- 
OOO.Ouo to Minnesota. 
Had the board of control deporta­ 
tion department not 
busied 
Itself 
with these aliens and undesirables, 
Minn* *>ota would now be laboring un­ 
der tin* burden of anoth* r insane hos­ 
pital or asylum. 
The capacity of the 
present Institutions devoted to the 
state's insane is between 800 and 1,~ 
200 each, and As the most pf them 
are now 
aring for th*> maximum fig­ 
ure another hospital or asylum to 
cate for those unfortunates would 
have been absolutely necessary. 
Statisticians and experts estimate 
th* it: t Hut inn ¡if** of the average in­ 
sane person at live years and as his 
fi.i e;» has been figured a* $L’ui* a year, 
tit* saving of $1,000,000 to th<* tax­ 
payer« of the state i»; easilly figured 
Tite hook i of the state hoard of con­ 
trol covering cost of maintenance and 
keep of inmates 
show 
that 
this 
amount is appro!gmately correct. 
Unlike most gtatis which app >rtion 
either ail or a p irt of the expense 
of their insane to the several coun­ 
ties from which the unfortunate are 
commifti d, Minnesota pays the uitire 
bill out of its strong box, and as a re­ 
sult many not legally «fate charges 
find their way into the state Insane 
, hospital* and asylums. 
They 
are 
aliens who ha\e wandered into the 
state or whil* temporarily residents 
become mentally deranged. 
The fcr- 
r* ting o it of these alien* and the lo­ 
cation of their legal residence is the 
worU of the board’s deportation de­ 
partment. 
T*> locate such aliens 
easy, but 
the finding of their legal residence is 
the difficult task, and the search oft­ 
en requires months of labor. 
Either 
devoid of memory or so affected as to 
be iutapable of speech, eve y known 
menus must be resort* d to to secure 
information, and often it is so meagre 
that months must pass before even a 
clue is obtained. 
One recent example was the mys­ 
terious case of 'M, U.,” picked up in 
a county in tihe southern part of the 
sta-ie and sent to the Rochester hos­ 
pital. 
He had wandered into the 
state and either through accident or 
assault had lost all tktnowledge of 
hin -elf. 
The initials “J. R.” were 
stcm ed from the man himself, but 
outside of that th*• hospital au horl- 
11 * s could not Karn anything. 
Fin­ 
ally after weeks of searching and pa­ 
tient*' his mother was located in an 
Eastern city and th* patient turned 
over to her. 
Another ca*e was an unknown sent 
from au upstate county. 
.So amount 
of questioning could induce any in­ 
f o nation whatever and the hospital 
authorities were preparing t o accept 
him as a permanent charge. 
In a 
search of his clothes a ¡¿mall slip of 
pink paper evidently torn from a 
newspaper and bearing the printed 
latter» “AGO” was found and this 
was turned over to the deportation 
department of ihe board of control. 
Two of the letters showed a punch 
mark, and for a week' the deportation 
officials searched the nows depots for 
Chicago papers with 
the 
letters 
“GUO” showing this punch mark, 
U 
was found and the date of the is.->u@ 
noted. 
Then followed weeks of try­ 
ing to induce the man to tell his 
name. 
Finally one day the men­ 
tioning of a name in front of him 
brought a grunt of approval but no 
address was forthcoming. 
Without 
delay a letter was addressed to everv 
person in Chicago bearing tbe name, 
and finally to the surprise of the de­ 
portation officials, an answer was 
received from one of the recipients 
telling of a friend who had lost her 
brother and saying that the descrip- 
ition given tallied with the missing 
man. 
Three days later the man was 


The two instance* related are only 
a small part rtf »cores of similar canes 
and are not con fined to the in.nan 
'hospitals altogether. 
The deporta­ 
tion system as put into effect by the 
board even extends to the reforma­ 
tory and state prison. 
Here aliens 
are often confined and if 'heir crime 
or the possibility of their becoming 
a charge merits ft the mother coun­ 
try or state is compelled to accept 
them at the completion of their sen­ 
tence. 
Foreign countries furnish th e ma­ 
jority of th*’ aliens deported and the 
aid of the federal government is in­ 
voked in securing their return. Last 
year the state was relieved of the »art 
and support of over 160 alien«, all of 
them insane charges. 
Th* weeding out of these illegal 
charge* is the work of the d* porta- 
tlon department, and that Jt* labors 
have not been without benefit to the 
state is shown in the big saving men­ 
tioned, 
That th*» department 
has 
don* good work Is indicated in the 
deportation figuns given prio to the 
creation of the state board of control, 
when altogether only 212 deporta­ 
tion« were listed. 
They covered the 
period from the organisation of th*1 
state to 1901, the year in which the 
board was created. 
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THE SEX OF THE INSANE 


Of apprcimateiy every five hundred 
persons in the United States in 1910, 
there wax one an inmate of an asy­ 
lum. 
The exact figure's expressed in 
a recent report of the * **n«us bureau, 
state that in a typical community of 
2*00,000 person», equally divided an 
to m x 
L'us of the males and 200 of 
the females would be found in the 
insane asylum«. 
In the course of a 
year* 72 males and 60 females would 
be admitted to the asylums, 
In 1880 
the total number of inmates In in­ 
sane asylums in the United States in­ 
cluded 80,085 males and 20,1507 fe­ 
males, 
Thirty years later the num­ 
ber of male inmates had increased to 
98,695, and the number of female In­ 
mates to 80,096. 
The excess of men 
among admissions in 19 10 indicated 
a still further i nr rinse in the propor- 
lon, namely, 128 males to 100 fe* 
mal s. 
An analysis of these ¡idmis- 
sions as to the specific forms of in­ 
anity involved brings to light th<s In­ 
teresting fact that if alcoholic psyc­ 
hosis and general par,»lysis an* de­ 


d u c t e d , the proposition of the sexes is 
practically the same. 
The diseases 
mentioned, says The Journal of the 
American Medical Association, would 
seem to be those which, generally, 
are tli© result of dissipation.

established

Diplomatic Relations. 


PASSPORTS TO AMBASSADORS 


Tho Formal 
E tiquette T hat Governs 
This Ceremony and tho Issuance of 
Safe Conduct 
Papare — Hurry 
and 
Confusion of Enforoed D eparture. 


“The amba.Hsndor has been presented 
with his passports and has left tbe 
country.” 
Behind this curt formula, which In­ 
dicate» tho departure of an arabas»« 
dor from Iho country to which he is 
accredited on the rupture of diplomatic 
relations, Hot a picturesque, significant 
proceeding with which few of the pub­ 
lic can la; conversant. 
When a foreign country declares war 
it is usual for its representative for­ 
mally to present this declaration, tho 
terms of which ore received by wire 
from the foreign minister, under whoso 
orders ho acts, and then to ask for his 
passport or safe conduct papers, which 
are furnished him by tho foreign office 
of the nation whose honored guest he 
has been. 
On tho other hand, if the 
initiative is taken by the country to 
which he is accredited his passport Is 
sent to him by special messenger. 
. A11 ambassador Is the personal repre» 
sentativc of his sovereign, and the re­ 
sponsibility rests with the country 
among whose people be has been stay­ 
ing to insure him a safe passage out of 
Its boundaries.

The time in which an ambassador is 
allowed lo make his preparations for 
departure depends to some extent on 
his own convenience and tho temper 
of Hie nation with which his own na­ 
tion is at war. 
Twenty four to forty- 
eight hours may be taken us the |>e- 
riod which elapses between his recall 
and his departure, 
and 
his safety 
meanwhile is secured by precautions 
taken by the civil authorities. 
During 
tills time papers of importance, which 
have not already been del I verts! into 
the hands of his government, are de­ 
stroyed to prevent them miscarrying 
during the journey home, or because 
It is deemed more prudent that they 
should be consigned to the dames rath­ 
er than be tukcn away. 
Although nil the messages from his 
country to an ambassador qrc in cotie, 
It Is hardly necessary to say that if 
suflkdent time be allowed to study a 
document in code it can easily be 
translated; bonce the advisability of 
these extreme precautions. 
The departing envoy arranges with 
the representative of a neutral power 
to take over such dutlofi as are trans 
ferable and then, with the officials of 
the embassy aud the members of his 
family, entrains in a special train 
placed at his disposal by the govern­ 
ment whose country he Is quitting 
At the port of embarkation a special 
vessel to convey him and bis staff is J 
also provided.

Erickson, the head of the mis.-ion 
was already in Switzerland on his 
way to his field. 
His entrance into 
Albania was impossibh 
for a time 
and ha 
been impracticable -ince.

letter from him gives side glimpses 
ot the havoc he is seating and of the 
swift interruption of mission, plans. 
Mr. Erickson writes from Rome. 
He 
says: 
“ A few days ago 1 met a G< rraan 
friend who has been all his life in 
business in Calcutta. 
His business 
is ruined; his brother whom he left 
in charge while he took a vacation is 
in a concentration «amp at Abmed- 
nagar. 
Our English nurse, who is 
to be head of our rainging school for 
nurses in Albania, writes us that 
her family’s business is completely 
ruined, being exclusively concerned 
with Her many and Austria. 
Here in 
Rome is a typical family: Mother, 
English; 
father. German: of three 
«daughters, two are married to Ger­ 
mans and one to a Belgian, and all 
three husbands have been n ile d to 
th* ir colors.

ALBANIAN MISSION 
PLANS THWARTED 


Interview with Rev. C. T. Erickson, 
Head of the Mission. Who 
Visited in Brainerd 


WAR 
KILLED 
MISSION 
WORK 


Rev. Erickson Gives Glimpses of the 
Havoc He is Seeing in 
European Countrie 


Last year the American Board of 
Commis.'ioners for Foreign Missions 
sent a number of prominent mis­ 
sionaries to Brainerd and they gave 
addresses on Albanian mission wort 
in the Gardner auditorium and men 
end women of many churches of 
Brainerd attended the meeting. 
It 
was also proposed to establish a great 
hospital in Albania, which was also 
tc be given schools and churches, as­ 
sisted by the work of American peo 
pie. 


When the war broke out the Am 
erican Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions was on the point of 
reopening and greatly enlarging its 
institutions in Albania. 
Rev. C. T 
Erickson, the head of the mission, 
was already in Switzerland on hi 
way to his field. 
His entrance into 
Albania was impossible for a time 
aud has been impracticable since. 
A 
letter from "him gives side glimpses 
of the havoc he is seeing and cf the 
swift interruption of mission plans. 
Mr. Erickson writes from Rome. 
He 
sa .vs: 


“A few days ago I met a Uerman 
friend who has been all his life in 
business in Calcutta. 
His business 
is ruined: his brother whom he left 
in charge while he took a vacation is 
in a concentration camp at Ahmed- 
nagar. 
Our English nurse, who is 
to be head of our : rain gin g school for 
nurses in Albania, wiites us that 
lier family's business is completely 
ruined, being exclusively concerned 
with Germany and Austria. 
Here iii 
Rome is a typical .family: Mother, 
English: 
father, German; of three 
.daughters,, two are married to Ger­ 
mans and one to a Belgian, and all 
three husbands have been called to 
their colors. 
While I was in Geneva 
there was at the Y. M. CU A. a prayer 
meeting attended by English, Ger­ 
man, Austrian 
and 
French. 
They 


knelt together, prayed together and 
wept 'together, ehooid hands, com­ 


mended each other to God’s keeping 


and went out to fight each other with ( 
bullets and bayonets. 
“ At a quiet retreat up in the Car­ 
pathian 
mountains, 
close 
to the! 
boundary lines of Germany, Austria! 
and Russia, I attended a student coo-j 
ference during the second wee's of 
August. 
One young man, son of a 
Jewish m other and 
infidel father, 
went out from the morning meeting 
into the woods and did not return 
until evening, when he came home 
with radiant face. 
That evening, at 
the close of the address, I invited to 
my room any who wished to dedicate 
themselves to foreign mission work.) 
Nine of the choicest young people re- J 
sponded. 
It was a never-to-be-for­ 
gotten hour that we spent together. 
“ I saw visions of a new era for the 
student life and the Protestant Chris­ 
tian life of A ustria-Hungary and of 
our Albanian mission. 
For the Pro­ 
testant leaders in Vienna a few dsysi 
before had formally adopted Albania! 
as their mission field, to be worked j 
jointly with our American board and 
under its direction and control; and 
here were the recruits already offer­ 
ing themselves for the field. 
Teach-! 
ers, preachers and evangelists, nurses j 
kindergartner— a complete working 
outfit for a strong, aggressive mis­ 
sion presented itself that night. 
“ Two weeks later almost every one 
of the young men in the group and of 
the conference at large, twenty-seven 
altogether, were called to sacrifice 
themselves to this God of w ar’ in­ 
stead.”

Fighting There Somewhat Like 


i 
Civil War Encounters. 


LIFE IN NANCY NOW NORMAL 


Bhslls Frequently Fall In Streets, and 
Aviators Constantly Fly Over City, 
but Business Goes on as Usual—Of­ 
ficers Enter City and Dine at R es­ 
taurants— Frenoh Gain Weight. 


Nancy.—Throughout the war the veil 
of secrecy has been thickest over the 
Lorraine frontier. 
If a correspondent 
was to bo shown anything bo was al­ 
ways sent elsewhere. Among the spurs 
of the Vosges around Nancy there bus 
occurred fighting which bus been un­ 
surpassed In stubbornness or pictur­ 
esqueness. 
Here command of the heights meant 
that the valley was a denth trap. Here 
the woods and forests screen artillery 
from aerial reconnolssance. and condi­ 
tions of the Wilderness battle In the 
civil war are often reproduced. 
In Nancy, that thrifty, tidy old eup- 
Ital of French Lorraine, life seems 
more normal than In Paris. 
The city 
Is used to having war on Its outskirts, 
as German aviators need fly only twen­ 
ty miles, and one of their bombs Is no 
surprise to the population. 
Nancy Is as brilliantly lighted as in 
times of peace until 10 In the evening, 
when all lights are out. 
Officers, rosy 
cheeked from facing mountain gales, 
come In from the front and dine In the 
restuurants, looking us sturdy as lum­ 
berjacks. 
From high points in the suburbs 
comes the sound of gunfire from one 
direction or another, which means that 


or else that the Frenchmen nro touch­ 
ing up a German battery. 
The first of our three tours to the 
northward was in the direction of 
Pont a-Mousson and Le Prolix* forest, 
which are on the French front of the 
German wedge In the French lines 
between the fortresses of Toul and 
Verdun. 
Tls n dull day in Pont-n Mousson 
when no shells fall In the town. 
The 
people take cover with ihe first und go 
on with their business when the show­ 
er Is over. 
In Le Pretre as In the 
other forests of the Vosges the winter 
life of the troops is similar to that of 
a healthy winter camp lu the Ad Iron- 
du< ks. u great contrast to the muddy 
and Hooded trenches of the lowlands 
in Belgium and northern France, 
The forests are scarred in pin*-»*« as If 
by lumbering operations. 
When* the 
fields were In the way of the firing they 
hav<> been cleared, but usually only 
scattered cuttings have been made so 
as to leave branches of other trees as 
a screen, with wood at hand for cook­ 
ing and building shelters for the horses 
as well as timbering trenches and mak­ 
ing shell proofs for the men. 
The French army in the Vosges Is 
having *a healthy 
woodland outing. 
There rabbits and other game, includ 
lug wild lwurs, are to be shot as well 
as Germans, but promenading in the 
woods in range of the German artillery 
Is not as popular as it might be. 
The 
French 
soldiers are 
literally 
stuffed with food 
Many of them live 
ladter than they do at home. 
The 
bracing mountain air gives them keeu 
appetites. 
An officer told me that the 
men in his company averaged tlve 
pounds more in weight than they did 
when they went to war.

FINDS INDIAN NO MONGOL. 


Scientist Says He Belongs to Distinct 
American Race. 
Washington.—The Indian bureau gave 
out an article by Arthur <’. Parker, 
archaeologist and ethnologist of the 
University of tlie State of New York, 
ltv which the recent assertion of Cato 
Sells, United States commissioner of 
Indian affairs, that the North Ameri­ 
can Indian was not a Mongolian was 
sustained. 
Mr. Parker in ids article 
says: 
“There were native Indians, Ameri­ 
can Indians, in America thousands of 
yenrs before there were such races as 
tlu> Chinese or Tartars, Mauehus or 
Turanians.” 
Continuing, he says: 
“There have been theories that the 
Indians were the lost Welsh colonists, 
that they were shipwrecked Japanese 
and even the ten lost tribes. 
Science 
has proved beyond question the fool­ 
ishness of these theories, and any text 
book used In school or college that re­ 
peals these errors is now relegated to 
the heap of out of date books. 
“No ethnologist known to the writer 
believes that the Indian is a sort of 
acclimated Chinaman or a descendant 
of the Mongols of Asia, but ho may 
believe, and likely does, that the Indi­ 
an descended from some parent stock 
that produced the Mongol and, for that 
matter, the Caucasian and negro. 
“The American Indian Is the abo­ 
riginal American, and in his various 
divisions constitutes wliot is known to 
scientists as the American race, the 
most widely distributed race In the 
world. 
As such it inhabited two con­ 
tinents, which is to say the entire new 
world of the western hemisphere,”

First Gong In Kansas W as Made of 
Pure Copper and Shipped In 1855. 
Leavenworth. Kan.—With tive burn­ 
ing of the sehoolhouse at Klekapoo. 
what Ih claimed to have been the first 
church bell ever to summon a congre­ 
gation to worship in Kansas was de­ 
stroyed. The bell was shipped by boat 
from St. Louis to Kicknpoo In 1853 
and was the gift of l>r. llufns. 
It was 
hung in the belfry of the Methodist 
church, claimed to be the first house 
of worship of that denomination erect­ 
ed in Kansas. 
In 1S<>5 the bell was 
sold to the Klekapoo school board.

consumed 
watchers saw the old Ih*11 melt and 
drop away, leaving the cast iron clap­ 
per hanging to the frame In which the 
bell w as supported.

MIGHTY MAUNA LOA. 


This Gigantic Volcano la a Worthy Ri­ 
val to Vesuvius. 
The lofty volcanoes <<f the Hawailnn 
I sin iids. rising above the ocean from 
3,000 to nearly l I.O0O feet, are only the 
-uimnits of gigantic mountain masses 
that u e abruptJy from the bottom of 
tin* Pacific. 
Manna Lon, on the island 
of Hawaii, stands 15.<>73 feet above 
sea level, but its slopes descend be­ 
neath the sea. ns shown by deep sea 
soundings, with a grade fully equal to 
If not greater than that of the visible 
n!o|.ck. 
The game Is generally true o f 
tls«- submarine slopes of other islands, 
and the depths attained by these con­ 
tinuous slopes, within thirty to fifty 
miles of the shores, vary from 14.000 
to 10,000 feet 
Muittni Lon and Muuna 
Kea, if th*'ir true bases nro considered 
to be .at the bottom of the Pacific, are 
therefore mountains of as great, an alti­ 
tude as Mount Everest, or approxi­ 
mately 30,000 feet. 
In general the 
Hawaiian 
Island group consists of 
summits 
of 
a 
gigantic 
submarine 
mountain chain which projects only 
Its loftier peaks and domes above the 
water. 
On the island of Hawaii the 
volcanic forces are still in operation. 
The one continuously active volcanic 
vent of the island is Kllnuea, far down 
on the eastern flank of Mauna Loa— 
“the great mountain.*' 
No other vol­ 
cano in the world approaches Mauna 
Loa in the vastness of Its mass or in 
the magnitude of its eruptive activity. 
There are many volcanic peaks higher 
in tlie air, but most of them are plant­ 
ed upon elevated platforms, where they 
appear as mere coin's of greater or less 
size. It is not J e(t known at what level 
the base of Mauna Loa is situated, but 
it Is below the sea, probably far below. 
Mauna Kea “the white mountain" 
- Is also a colossus among volcanoes. 
Its summit. 13,823 feet, is a trlfie high­ 
er than that of Mauna Loa. but its 
slopes are steeper, and its base is there­ 
fore much smaller. The magnitude of 
Mauna Loa is due chiefly to the great 
area of its base, which is nearly ellip­ 
tical in shape, with a major diameter 
of seventy-four miles and a minor di­ 
ameter of fifty-three miles, measured 
at sea level. 
In the aggregate of its eruptions 
Mauna Loa is also unrivaled. Some of 
the volcanoes of Icclund have been 
known to disgorge at a single outbreak 
musses of lava fully equal to those of 
Muuna Loa. 
But such outbursts are 
infrequent lu Iceland, and a century 
has elapsed since any of such magni­ 
tude have occurred, though there have 
been several minor eruptions, 
The 
eruptions of Mauna Lon are all of 
great volume and occur irregularly, at 
an average interval of about eight 
years. 
In view of the total quantity 
of material it has disgorged during the 
last century no other volcano is at all 
comparable to it.—From a Bulletin of 
the United States Geological Survey.

In India These Bird* Have Been L a­ 
beled “Shred# of Satan.” 
Travelers in the orient bnve much 
ro say about the Indian crow, a bird 
that for uncanny know in guess and 
prankish 
audacity 
has 
perhaisv 
no 
equal. 
Gorvtu» splendens— thus have 
ornithologists flatteringly leveled him. 
But a naturalist who knows the Indian 
crows at 
hand has called tle-ru 
“shreds of Satan, cinders from Tar­ 
tu nn.” 
To give these Impish crea­ 
tures their due. however, it should be 
said that life in India is not a little 
enlivened by their presence. 
A cor­ 
respondent witnessed the following in­ 
cident: 
A small hawk had seized a little bird 
and perched on a leafless branch to de­ 
vour his prey. 
The spectacle drew 
two crows to the spot. 
They hop[>ed 
and flapped from branch to branch, 
noisily dis< ussing the strategy of their 
intended mill. 
Then one of them quietly slipped 
away through the surrounding foliage. 
At the same time his mate flew in 
front of the perching hawk and, hov­ 
ering within a foot of his beak, main­ 
tained a bustling menace of snatching 
the titbit. That effectively compelled the 
attention of the hawk. 
His prey firm­ 
ly grasped beneath his feet, he an­ 
grily hHsed and lunged at the hover­ 
ing nuisance. 
So lively was the skir­ 
mish that the human onlooker furgot 
the existence of the second crow. 
But 
now that wily bird reappeared some 
distance in the rear of his destiued 
victim. 
With stealthy sidling* und 
short, noiseless flights, he drew near. 
Then he made n swift dash, seized the 
hawk’s long, barred tall by the tip. 
bung on it with his full weight and 
toppled the luckless hawk in a com­ 
plete back somersault from the branch!

To give these impish crea­ 
tures their due. however, it should be 
said th a t life in India is not a little 
enlivened by their presence.

cident: 
A small hawk had seized a little bird 
and perched on a leafless branch to de­ 
vour his prey. 
The spectacle drew 
two crows to the spot. 
They hopped 
and flapped from branch to branch, 
noisily discussing the strategy of their 
Intended raid. 
Then one of them quietly slipped 
away through the surrounding foliage. 
At the same tim e his mate flew in 
front of the perching hawk and. hov­ 
ering within a foot of ids beak, main­ 
tained a bustling menace of snatching 
the titbit. T hat effectively compelled tho 
attention of the hawk. 
His prey firm­ 
ly grasped beneath his feet, he an­ 
grily hissed and lunged at the hover­ 
ing nuisance. 
So lively was the skir­ 
mish that the human onlooker forgot 
the existence of the second crow. 
But 
now that wily bird reappeared some 
distance in the rear of his destined 
victim. 
With stealthy sidlings and 
short, noiseless flights, he drew near. 
Then he made a sw ift dash, seized the 
haw k’s long, barred tail by the tip. 
hung on it with his full weight and 
toppled the luckless hawk in n com­ 
plete back som ersault from the branch! 
Tile released titbit was instantly seized 
by the first crow, and the clever pair 
bore off their booty with much trluin 
pliant cawing.—Youth’s Companion.

Civil War Encounters. 


LIFE IN NANCY NOW NORMAL 


Shells Frequently Fall In Streets, and 
Aviators Constantly Fly Over City, 
but Business Goes on as Usual—Of­ 
ficers Enter City and Dine at Res­ 
taurants—French Gain Weight. 


Nancy.—Throughout the war the veil 
of secrecy has been thickest over the 
Lorraine frontier, 
lf u correspondent 
was to be shown anything he was al­ 
ways sent elsewhere. Among tile spurs 
of the Vosges around Nancy there bus 
occurred fighting which bus been un­ 
surpassed in stubbornness or pictur­ 
esqueness. 
Here command of tile heights meant 
that the valley was a dent ii trap. Here 
tho woods and forests screen artillery 
ffom aerial reconnolssunce. and condi­ 
tions of the Wilderness battle In the 
civil war ore often reproduced. 
In Nancy, that thrifty, tidy old cap­ 
ital of French Lorraine, life seems 
more normal than in Paris. 
The city 
is used to having w ar on its outskirts, 
as German aviators need fly only twen­ 
ty miles, aud one of their bombs Is no 
surprise to the population 
Nancy Is as brilliantly lighted as In 
times of peace until IO In the evening, 
when all lights are out. 
Officers, rosy 
cheeked from facing mountain gales, 
come lu from the front and dine in the ; 
restaurants, looking us sturdy us loin j 
ber jacks. 
From high points in the suburbs 
comes the sound of gunfire from one 
direction or another, which means that 


or else that the Frenchmen nro touch­ 
ing up n German battery. 
The first of our three tom s to the 
northward was in tile direction of 
Pout a-Mousson and Le Pretre forest. 
which are on tile French front of tho 
German wedge in tile French lines 
between the fortresses of Toil I and 
Verdun.

There rabbits and other game. Includ 
lug wild iHjars, are to be shot as well 
as Germans, but promenading iii the 
woods Iii range of the German artillery 
Is not as popular as it might be.

French soldiers are literally 
stnff»*d with food. 
Many of them live 
la tte r than they do at home. 
'[’he 
bracing mountain air gives them keen 
appetites. 
An officer told me that tile 
men In Ills company averaged five 
pounds more Iii weight than they did 
when they went to war. 


FINDS INDIAN

MONGOL 


Scientist Says He Belongs to Distinct 
American Race. 
W ashington.—The Indian bureau gave 
out an article by Arthur C. Parker, 
archaeologist and ethnologist of the 
University of the State of New York, 
in which the recent assertion of ro to 
Sells. United States commissioner of 
Indian affairs, that the North Ameri­ 
can Indian was not a Mongolian was 
sustained. 
Mr. Parker iii his article 
says: 
“There were native Indians. Ameri­ 
can indians, in America thousands of 
years before there were sin h races as 
the Chinese or T artars. Manchus or 
Turn titans.’* 
Continuing, he says: 
•'There have been theories that the 
Indians were the lost Welsh colonists, 
that they were shipwrecked Japanese 
and even the ten lost tribes. 
Science 
has proved beyond question the fool 
ishness of these theories, and any text 
book used in school or college that re 
peats these errors is now relegated to 
the heap of out of date luniks. 
“No ethnologist known to the w riter 
believes that tile Indian Is a sort of 
acclimated Chinaman or a descendant 
of the Mongols of Asia, but he may 
believe, and likely does, that the Iud! 
an descended from some parent stock 
that produced the Mongol and. for that 
matter, the Caucasian and negro. 
“The American Indian is the abo­ 
riginal American, and in Ids various 
divisions constitutes w hat is known to 
scientists as the American race, the 
most widely distributed race In the 
world. 
As such it Inhabited two con­ 
tinents, which is to say the entire new 
world of the western hemisphere.”

MIGHTY WAUNA LOA. 


This Gigantic Volcano Is a W orthy Ri­ 
val to Vesuvius. 
Tile lofty volcanoes of the H awaiian 
Island*, rising above the ocean from 
5,ooo to nearly 11.000 feet, are only the 
summ its of gigantic mountain m asses 
that rise abruptly from tile bottom of 
the Pacific. 
Manna Loa, on the island 
of Hawaii, stands 13,075 feet above 
sea level, but its slopes descend be­ 
neath the sea, as shown by deep sen 
soundings, with a grade fully equal to 
if not grouter than that of tile visible 
slopes. 
The sam e Is generally true of 
tin* subm arine slopes of other islands, 
aud the depths attained by these con­ 
tinuous slopes, within thirty to fifty 
miles of the shores, vary from 14.000 
to 19,000 feet. Malibu Loa aud Manna 
Keu, if their true bases are considered 
to lie at tile bottom of the Pacific, are 
therefore m ountains of as great an alti­ 
tude as Mouut E verest or approxi­ 
mately 30,000 feet.

subm arine 
m ountain chain which projects only 
Its loftier peaks and domes above tho 
water. 
On the Island of Hawaii the 
volcanic forces are still in operation.

“the great m ountain." 
No oilier vol­ 
cano in the world approaches Manna 
Loa in the vastness of Its mass or in 
the magnitude of its eruptive activity. 
There are many volcanic peaks higher 
in tin* air. but most of them are plant­ 
ed ii [Min elevated platform s, where they 
appear as mere colen of greater or less 
size. 
It is not y*»t known at what level 
the base of Manna Loa is situated, but 
it is below the sea, probably far below. 
Manna Ken—“the white m ountain” 
—is also a colossus among volcanoes. 
Its summit. 13,825 feet. is a trifle high­ 
er than that of Manna Loa. but its
